A Correſpondency of the Pope with our Biſhops, 


He Pope writeth himſelfe Father, ſo doe they write 

them ſeives reverend Fathers. The Pope lells fin for 
money,ſo doe they, asthe who!e Kingdome, and their 
Offers can well cell ; and doth noch ng withoue money 
ſo doe they. The Pope ferb dJeth marriage and meats,&, 
which Pa/calleth the Doctrine ofDivels,{o doe they in 
the ame manner, whatſoever they precend. The Pope 
commanderh ſuperſtitions Idoll-dayes to be kepr & ob- 
{eryed,contrary to the Commandements ofGod,and pu- 
niſherh the neglect of hisCommandemencs more levere- 


ly,then the breach of zhe waight'e(t Lawes of God:ſo do 


the Prelares,as their Courrs can witneſle ; yea and com- 
mand men, and compell them as the Pope himielfe, ro 


break the CommanJements of God to obſerve vaine & 


impſous traditions. The pope fel!erh Licences for meats. 
marriage,the Prelates doche ſame:the {ellethNow- 


reſidences ptaralitier, trealities, rotguots, t Prelates doe 


the ſame,co che ſtarving & ruining of the ſoules of men, 
the pope rulerh and governeth the Church,by the curſed 


Canon-law,and pop!ſh Excommunications, the ſcalding | 


of theConſcience,the prelares doe the very ſame,and the 
breach of their ftinkingeſt Canons is more deeply pun!» 
ſhed in their Conrrs, then the violation of the Lawes of 
God and the Kivg : the pope prefe-reth his Ceremonies 
and craditions before the, Word of God,che prelates doe 
rhe lame,as daily experience re'cheth us : the pope per- 
ſecuceth all podly preachers and people, that preach the 
Goſpel! in the purity of ir,and defire in fincerity to ſerve 
the ord,and would briog their brethren ro the nowledge 
of the ſame, and to the prrity and truth of the Apoſtolicalt 
{ burchbes,chePrelat 3 de the b ke,as the whole any 


knowerh well,and theGaoles and priſons daily witneſſe, 
and the filencing of ſo many learned and painful Mini- 
ſters : the Pope appoints his prieſts co. ſtand at the Alcar 
with the Deacon,apparell'd with his foppith and player- 
like accutriments,thoſe Babyloniſh —— to cry 
out Dommus vibiſcuwm,the Deacon and Sub-deacon,with 
all the reſt ofBaals Prieſt anſwering him as loud as they 
can* the Biſhops doe the fame, ſaving onely that it is in 
Engliſh : the Pope cemmandeth adoratien ar the Sacra- 
ment,croſſing of ch:|dren in Baptiſme,d:manding of the 
new-born Babes,/f rhey will forſake the D:vell, and all bu 
workes,c, & eſteemerh the Font more holy chen other 
places ; in;oyeth likewiſe purifying of women , and a 
thouſand ſuch like coltiy and chargeable vanities, which 
were too tedious to relate : and all cheſe and more then 
theſe doe the Prelates in |:te manner : in all whuch,theic 
Antichriftian Authority with cheir Popiſh practiſes, are 
ſufficiently manifeſt : fo that there is lictie ar no diffe- 
rence betweerſe pope and prelates. And all Authority of 
doing this, they arrogare unto themſelves [wre divine, 
Limbes therefore they are of Antichrift,from whem Dr. 
Pocklington glo e:,that they are lineally difcended,in his 
impious pamphlet, catituled Su xday no Sabbath,
